INDIAN CORN IN ENGLAND. 
‘Until re-ently a violent préjudice bas exist- 
ed umong'the Eaglish people against the use 
of Indian Corn as au article of food ; and indeed 
we may say that not a little of it still remains. 
Much of this feeling is un ddoubtedly owing to 
ignorance of the various methods in vogue in 
the United States for preparing it for the table; 
aud some of it undoubtedly has grown out of 
the fact that our English cousins made their ear- 
liest experiments with meal ground in the States 
and, consequently, stale and musty by the time 
dthem. The eccentric William Cob- 
bett, while residing in this country, contracted 
a strong liking for corn-bread as used by the 
Yankees. When he returned’to England he 
entered zealously upon the task of introducing 
it to the favorable notice of John Bull. He 
andertook its culture in defiance of climatic 
impossibilities; he set the example of living 
upon it; he wrote about it; he furnished all 
the details reapecting its culture, mavufacture 
into meal, and the modes of preparing it for the 
table; he made paper of the husks, and print- 
ed a book on Indian Corn upon this paper.— 
But Cobbett lived at too early a day to succeed 
in his undertaking. The Britishers read his 
books, but turned up their noses at his various 
preparations of Indian meal. What Cobbett 
could not do, however, the famine of 1847 proved 
iteelf abundantly ableto accomplish. Prior to 
that year, our exports of Indian Corn to Great 
Britain were small. In 1847 we shipped w 
British ports 28,917,096 bushels. When hun- 
wer pressed him, John Bull threw up his dis- 
gust to make room in his capacious stomach 
for our corm bread. The experience of that 
year has done him good. Since then he has 
taken to johnny cake kindly, if not with a de- 
cided relish. His average annual censump- 
tion of Indiam Corn—without the intervention 
of famine—is now about 12,000,000 bushels. 
Cobbett ought to have lived a little longer. 
Nevertheless,as an article of food, Indian Corn 
is still handled a little gingerly in Great Brit- 
ain. The art of preparing it, in palatable forms, 
is not fully understood. Take the following
